REMARKS 

Claims 1-2, 5-9, 16-17, 19-24, and 31-32 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as being 
obvious. Claims 25-39 have each been canceled without prejudice. Claims 33, 34, and 37 were 
each objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim. Claims 40-56 are newly added 
by amendment. 

The Applicant appreciates the indication of allowable subject matter and accordingly has 
amended claim 1 to incorporate claim 33. Thus, the Applicant respectfully asserts that claim 1 is 
allowable. Claims 2 and 5-9 are also allowable for at least the reason that each depends directly 
or indirectly from allowable claim 1. 

Claim 40 has been newly added by amendment and represents claim 1 combined with 
claim 34. Thus, the Applicant respectfiilly asserts that claim 40 is allowable. Claims 41-47 
depend from claim 40 and claim the same subject matter as claims 2, 5-9, and 33. Accordingly, 
claims 41-47 are allowable for at least the reason that each depends directly or indirectly from 
allowable claim 40. 

Claim 16 has been amended to incorporate claim 37. Thus, the Applicant respectfully 
asserts that claim 16 is allowable. Claims 17 and 19-24 are also allowable for at least the reason 
that each depends directly or indirectly from allowable claim 16. 

Claim 48 has been newly added by amendment and represents the subject matter of 
amended claim 1 claimed as a computer program product encoded in a computer readable 
medium. Thus, the Applicant respectfully asserts that claim 48 is allowable for at least the 
reasons given for the allowability of claim 1. Claims 49-53 are allowable for at least the reason 
that each depends from allowable claim 48. 

Claim 54 has been newly added by amendment and represents claim 40 claimed as a 
computer program product encoded in a computer readable medium. Claim 54 is therefore 
allowable for at least the reasons given for the allowability of claim 40. Claims 55-56 are 
allowable for at least the reason that each depends from allowable claim 54.
